says, “I was barely out to 
myself at that point.” 

A growing sense of her 
sexual identity was easily 
affirmed after she moved to 
the city. “Not everyone 
thinks that homosexuality is 
a sin in Edmonton.” 

Kelsall says her classmates 
were accepting of her sexual 
orientation. “I was lucky to 
be going to a school like 
Vic,” where many of her 
classmates are gay, lesbian or 
bisexual — but she adds she 
has many friends “who are 
out to [their classmates] but 
aren’t out to their parents.” 

Kelsall’s experience may 
reflect changes in attitude in 
the community as a whole. “I 
haven’t had many encoun- 
ters with homophobia, but 
when I have, they‘ve all been 
really interesting. In my phi- 
losophy class we had a huge 
debate about whether it was 
morally right or wrong, and 
it was just such a fascinating 
conversation. I learned a 
whole lot about [a class- 
mate’s] point of view. He’s 
very religious. I came out of 
there respecting a whole lot 
more why he would think it 
was wrong.”

Report to detail

The experience of Jayda 
Kelsall may reflect changing 
mores in Canada, but there 
are still many places in the 
world where it’s exceptional- 
ly dangerous to be gay, les- 
bian, bisexual or transgen- 
dered. In many countries, it’s 
still a crime. 

On Friday, June 22, 
Edmonton’s Amnesty 





International group will 
release Crimes of Hate, 
Conspiracy of Silence: Torture 
and IIl-treatment based on 
Sexual Identity. The release of 
the report, which offers an 
international survey of the 
human rights abuses faced 
by sexual minorities, is timed 
to coincide with its interna- 
tional launch in Buenos 
Aires. 

Erica Bullwinkle, Public 
Awareness Co-ordinator for 
Edmonton AI, says that the 
international human rights 
organization has an impor- 
tant role to play in backing 
up those who are at risk 
when they try to complain 
about inhuman treatment. 
Bullwinkle note that many 
“associate [AI] with poets or 
priests in prison, but I don’t 
know how many associate us 
with work like this.” 
(Although AI has denounced 
discrimination against sexual 
minorities since 1979, it has 
only aggressively cam- 
paigned against it since the 
early 90s.) Bullwinkle hopes 
that event will broaden 
awareness of the organiza- 
tion’s mandate. A group 
devoted to LGBT issues 
could be formed “if we could 
reach out to the community 
and say ‘work with us.’ ” 

Those who attend the 
launch will be invited to sign 
postcards addressed to the 
Argentine Minister of Justice 
and Human Rights. Vanessa 
Ledesma, a transgendered 
Argentinian, died while in 
police custody. 

AI claims about 100 active 
members in its city group, 
with many more in its uni- 
versity and high school 
groups.

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The poop on Mexico 


Not every tourist sits on the beach, sipping margaritas 
RICHEL dry riverbed in Mexico looking for 
se nate arts animal feces. This is their idea of a 
holiday and they’ve paid $1,800 
U.S. to scour these rocks for scat 
from raccoons, pygmy skunks, 
ocelots, coyotes and jaguars. 


The early afternoon sun is hot as 
half a dozen tourists with their 
heads down slowly walk along a 
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These adventurous travellers 
are part of an EarthWatch project 
called Mexican Forest Wildlife. 
EarthWatch is a nonprofit society 
bringing together tourists looking 
for an educational holiday and 
research scientists looking for 
funding and pst HS A por- 
tion of the fee each traveller has 
paid goes directly to the research 
project they’re working on. If 
you're a U.S. citizen, an Earth- 
Watch holiday is tax deductible, 
something you can’t say about a 
typical beach holiday. 

The Mexican Forest Wildlife 
project is set in the dry tropical 
forest near Chamela, about 200 
km down the coast from Puerto 
Vallarta in southwestern Mexico. 
In P.V., the main project is sun 
tanning. But in a region where 
mass tourism is king, this 
Earthwatch project lets tourists 
document the behavior of 12 
species of small carnivores 

A typical day for the volunteers 
here starts around 7:30.a.m. Once 
breakfast is over, everyone piles 
into the back of a Nissan pickup 
for the 15-minute trip to the 
research station. 


The research station is full of lab 


equipment, maps and computers. 
The morning is foggy, so the sur- 
rounding forest looks like some- 
thing right out of the Blair Witch 
Project. Since it’s the dry season, 
all the trees have lost their leaves, 
revealing a beautiful forest of sil- 
very gray bark. One of the biolo- 
gists seri the group, Mircea 
Hidalgo Mihart, calls it a ghost 
forest. 

In the station, under the watch-

| don’t know what I was expect- 
ing when I visited the Paris 
Market (nominally to review their 
darling little café), but it certainly 
wasn’t what I found. It was as if I 
had suddenly materialized in 
home decor heaven without going 
through that messy dying thing. 

Chock-full of antiques, one-of-a- 
kind artifacts and art objects (both 
under the aegis of the Market's 
central organizers and the 40- 
some artists and artisans who 
maintain booths) I'm glad I don’t 
happen to have much cash on my 
person as Market manager and 
local artist Mariann Sinkovics 
gives me a quick tour 

Okay, not such a quick tour, but 
they had all these pretty and shin- 
ny things (reviewer = magpie 
with less self-control). 

Thus fired with home decora- 
tion lust (violating the oft-ignored 
11th commandment: thou shall 
not hunger in your heart for dar- 
ling ethnic and recent vintage 
bohemian house fixtures in ultra- 
trendy carved wood or stone with 
bright colour accents with a nice 
faux animal fur throw for con- 
trast) we sat down to eat. 


Tucked in towards the back cor- 


ner, the market in-house eatery is 
called Café Les Muses, run by the 
Cordon Bleu-trained Dorothy

Boasting an enticing mix of clas- 
sic French and regional Canadian 
cuisine, Norris started me off with 
a bow] of her to-die-for French 
Onion Soup. 

You know, traditional French 
Onion Soup is one of those incred- 
ibly overlooked foods. It doesn’t 
sound like much and we’re often 
unnaturally jaded by the offering 
(due in large part to being fed 
very bad onion soup as children 
from mixes and cans), but there 
are few dietary treats that are 
finer, especially soup made with 
the care Norris’ has obviously 
showered upon the hearty dish. 
The onions are slowly 
caramelized, there’s a touch of dry 
sherry and the dish is swimming 
with loads and loads of onions.

current revival of tattooing and 
piercing. “It seems likes it’s just 
core to humankind, the need to 
ornament our body, whether it’s 
breast enlargements or tattoos or 



















pierced ears — same thing.” 

As for the freakish reputation of 
the trend, Rob figures it’s all rela- 
tive. “If you talked to someone in 
rural Africa who had a plate in 
their lip and you said that in 
America women are getting 
enlargements, they’d probably go, 
Oh my God, that’s insane“” 

Beyond the aesthetic value and 
the supposed enhanced sexual 
pleasure, Rob figures some people 
obviously do it for attention or 
just out of human nature to outdo 
the next guy. As for genital pierc- 
ing, Rob sees a connection to the 
popularization of fetish and S/M 
culture. “It’s come out of the dun- 
geon and made its way into fash- 
ion and pop culture, and because 
people who do extreme things 
have to justify it, they say it feels 
great, that it makes sex better.” 

His partner Guy, in the middle 
of tattooing a guy’s arm, offers 
some uh, piercing insight. “I wore 
a Prince Albert for a while and I 
didn’t find it improved sex.” You 
also have to pee sitting down so 
you don’t make a mess and forget 
about writing your name in the 
snow anymore. 

“Still,” says Rob, whose upper 
arms are beautifully adorned with 
tattoos, “As with tattoos, I under- 
stand the discipline aspect of it, 
forcing yourself to go through 
something that is not necessarily 
all that pleasurable to have a plea- 
surable result. It’s the feeling of 
overcoming the fear of pain. 

“It’s not unlike running a 
marathon, where people make 
themselves absolutely uncomfort- 
able so they can feel good about 
themselves.” God, I can’t even get 
myself to the gym! 

Warning: Because there are no 
government safety regulations 
when it comes to tattooing and 
body piercing, the folks in the 
industry have developed their 
own health safety standards. A list 
is available through the Canadian 
Association of Professional 
Tattooists. Lots of artists don’t fol- 
low them. Do yourself a favour 
and do the research. You can con-
